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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8, 15, and 22 
were amended to include the allowable subject matter of previously objected to claims 9, 16, and 
23. Specifically, the filtering of an image based on a ratio of horizontal and vertical projections 
of an image that are calculated by summing the images in a horizontal and vertical direction does 
not exist in the known prior art.
